merchant men and its solicitude over 
the implication that neutral vessels 
Were liable to destruction by (!er- 
man submarinea in the waters 
around Great Britain and Ireland. 

In the document which has been 
transmitted to Ambaasador Gerard 
at Berlin for preeentatlon to the 
German Foreign Ofllcp, there is a 
friendly but pointed statement that 
Ainericaii vessels should have frei' 
and unrestricted pasaaee through 
the high seas and unblocked waters, 
and that destmction of an American 
vessel might lead to a change ia 
the hitherto friendly relations 
which have exlated between ttio 
I'nited States and Germany. 

While in the note to i!reat lirit- 
aln the representations made are 
not based on the Lusitania incident 
but on the statement of the Britisli 
Foreign Office Justifying the use of 
neutral flags by its T«||pals, the Unit- 
ed States has stated unequivocal ly, 
it is understood, that a continuance 
of the practice would be highly dan- 
gerous to neutral vessels and would 
be viewed with the deepest anxiety 
here. 

The tests of the two documents 
are expected to he published by the 
StateDepartment to-morrow. Among 
diplomatista here the faet that the 
United Statea baa taken a pronounc- 
ed stand created a profound impres- 
sion. 

No joint representations with tlu- 
I'nited States on the same subjects 
have been made by any of the neu- 
trals^ though the varlona foreign of- 
fices, through thair ministers hare, 
have conaaHad the American Gov- 
ernment as to Its attitude. 

It was declared unlikely in odi- 
cial (luarlers that the use of ihi' 
American (lag by the Lusitania or 
the Orduna would be selected for 
the subject of protest or diplomatic 
correspondence. The Amerfaaa Gov- 
ernment, however, ia Its ante, de- 
nies tha right of a vaaaral use of 
the American flag, leaving, it is 
said, the inference that the one or 
two incidents which had occurred 
might have hewn justified under the 
circumstaiK i s 

There is no (luestiou, according to 
those who are familiar with the 
American Uuvernmast's poaitioa, 
that the issuance ot aajr ordara from 
the Brltiah Admiralty, aa Oarmany 
allagaa. aathorisiag the use of the 
Americaa flag would be disapprov- 
ed. The British Foreign Ofllcc 
stritenieiit in that connection was 
taken by olticials here as Unta- 
iiiount to a .saggestion to Britiah 
ve.s8elH that tbey could hofait a aaa- 
trai flag.
